OFE OBLIGATIONS TO THEM 


The public sympathy goes out to the entombed 


miners and their families at Spangler, Pennsylvania 
today, for it is expected that the searchers will find near- 
ly a hundred bodies from which the life has become ex- 
tinct due to the explosion on Monday. It must needs 
be that some of the race shall go deeply into the bowels 
of the earth to bring forth the diamonds and the gold 
and the heat which has been buried there for centuries. 
Our lives are filled with profit and joy because of the 
sacrifices and dangers through which those men pass. 


Even when the lives of these workers are not snuf" 


fed out in a moment, the dampness of the mine, the foul 
air they breath, the cramped position of their bodies, 
making it impossible for vital organs to perform then- 
functions properly, all tend to reduce vitality and 
health. These men are literally giving their lives for 
us. 


They live in shacks. They are paid as small 


amounts as the operators can get them to work for. 
They are able to get employment only a portion of the 
year, and what do they receive from the public? Dam- 
nation when they protest against the conditions of their 
lives and demand better pay, and sympathy when their 
bodies are broken, or their lives destroyed by cave-ins, 
explosions, or gas. 


Sympathy unexpressed in any tangible way, is the 


cheapest thing that God ever allowed one man to give 
to another. "Whenever the demands of these miners 
interfere with our smug complacency and the profits 
from our business, or comes at a time when it disturbs 
the equilibrium anywhere, and as a matter of fact it can 
come at no other time, we join the rabble and say "Down 
with their protest, down with their strike!
